vently , from the bottome of your hearts, the more yee prate,, rhe 
more victorie God wvill gize you, for erneit prazer , « woreihen 
the gayning of balfe a Battle.

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The firſt remarkeable Attempt ouas the ſurpriſing of the paſſage, 


and taking in of Griffenhagen,& Gratz, by the king of Swethen 
fo much feared by the Emperour, as appeareth in one 
' of hu mandates to the Duke ja 


T King of Syvethen came ſilently vvith all his Armic 
vpon the Emperialls inthe night, and fell vypon themrin 
three ſeucrall places at once, & ſo by this Stratagem made him- 
feife maſter of Griffenhagen, of the ſtrong fore betore Gratz, 
and conſcquentlic of Gratz it ſclfe. The manner of it vvas thus, 
Before .Chriſtide the Ki ng:muſtredall his 'Forces, and caiiſed 
them to keepea folemane daic of Faſt and praier, & to celebrate 
the Lords lags &r. After this hee cordmadae three of his Re- 
gimeatstogoe toyyards Lanſberk, & to giue them a falle alar- 
me , as though he intended to ſet vpon that place, but himſelf 
vponChrciſts: daie-vvith the groſſc of his Armic,, ſct vpon Grif- 
fenkagen,, and afuuited it both by vvatet, and by land, cauſing 
'GO- peeces ; of ordonnance { as is (aid) to playe ſo fariouſlic vpon 
1t,asthough heauen, and carth rebounded and carried the place 
: amp rn> force of armes,tooke rhe Gouernour of the Tovvr. e 

Ferdinando de Capua priſonner;, andall the ordinance in 
the Torvne. The/Emperours Marſhall of the Feild (ecing this, 
dreyve out of his quarter by Gratz vvith fome ſix thouſand 
mea; thiaking.to giue the King battaile,vyhich the king per- 
eciging (ent preſen;lie'8a. cornets of Horſe to fall vpon them, 
andicharge:them;vyhich the Emperialiſts marking ;10 preuent 
ic, betooke them(clues to their heeles, toſee vvho cold run beſt, 
Leauing cight pecces of ordinance behind them. In the meane 
timc,an'other troupe of the'kings (et vpon Gratz, and tooke it 
in, the Empeccuurs mea quitting ir; and ſetting it on fire. Oa 
the other {ide of the:Riuger, Colonell/Bandis ſhevved himſcite 
yvithdiuerſchorſe troupes before their great fort, and ſending 
pnly tet\ men to diſcouer,they found that the Emperours men 
YYcre ficd our of it, and lo thelc tea men tooke inthat _ 
"A ort, 


fort, vohich vvas their maſter piece of fortification, and their 
chicfe yvorke vpon that paſſage. After this the kings men tooke 
in Perick, yyhere Colonel Craty commanded, it is not known 
vvhat is become of the three Regiments, that of old Saxon, that 
of Crattics, and that ef colonell Spars. V V hether they be eſca- 
ped by the vvay of Cuſtrine to Franckford vpon the Ocder or 
not. Since vvhichtime, it is knovvne that they eſcaped by 
Cuſtrine,and that the Kings armic folloyving them at the hee- 
tes,they had vvholy defeated them, it the Earle of Syvartſen- 
burck had not broken dovvne diuers bridges, by Cuftrine to 
hinder the king trom parſuing them, but their carriages, vvag- 
g9ns,and ordinance they tooke by Cuſtrine, becaule they could 

' notgetthemavvaic, yvyhere the king gaue vnto the Peſants of 
the countrie,the horſe, boote,and things vvhich the Emperours 
men had taken from them. And thus yee haac a bricfe relation 
of th2 taking in of 1he paſſage of Griffeahagen,and Gratz men» 
tioned ia the Emperours letters as abouc ſaid, Dated fromSpen- 
davy the laſt of December 1630,

"He King of Swethen purſuing hts vitorie, takingin manie 
Tovvnes, and forts ypon the fiiſt or Februarie, be times in 
the morning,came vvith his vyvhole Armie before Nevy-Btan. 
denburk,. be (et it round, and gaue fare into it vvirth ſome of his 
mufkettiers. This Tovvne vvas commanded by Colonell 
Marezan.. The next night he planted his ordinance before it, 
and in the morning diſcharged three pecces of canon into it. 
The Empcrialifts,ſcing that the king did not dally vvnh thenn, 
fought to make 2 comoolitiorn vvith him. After the king, had 
deneat hisaccuſtamed manner of praicr mm the morning,abourt 
eleuen of the clock that daie; they began to parley,and to treate 
Yvith him ; his\Maicftic dealt vcrie graciouſly vvith them .that 
they ſhould march out of the Tovvne vyith bagg and bagagic, 
a A} an 
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6 
and their compleate armes as ſouldiers, vvith promiſe, that itt 
three months rhey (hould not ſerve againſt the kings Maicſtie, 
neither beare armes againſt Mcckelenburch , or Pomer , vvith 
condition, that they ſhould pillege no man vpen their going 
out,or vpon their March, or take the leaſt thing from them), as 


alſo that they ſhould deliver thoſe of the Toryne into the 


kings hand, vvhich had ſerucd him hetctofore ,and 10 the king 
became Maſter of Nevv-Brandenburck. 

But this honourable Compolition , rvhich the King gaue 
vnto the Emperialiſts in nevy Brandenburck, was ill required, 8 
the cauſe of much blood! hed:for Generall Tilly comming af- 
teryyard, yvith the Emperours Armic before Nevv- Branden- 


'burck,yvhctin the king had left Colonel! Kniphayſen,as Goucr- 


nour vvith 200, men, did beſeige ii hotehie, & 1 hott mighilie 
into it, Novvaſfter hee had giuen it manic aflaults, & loſt rranie 
men vpon them, the ninth'of March the gariion being ouer- 
matcht, and povverfullic aſſaulted, they trookc in the Tovvre, 
and put almott all the Syvethens, vvbich wade refiſiance to he 
ſvrord. Only the Commanacur Kniphuyſen vvas rzken piis 
ſcnner (yvho gefended himdclt valianthe) vvith his veife, and 
daughters , foure Captaines, ſcmc Lievienants, and Enlignes 
yvith 60. ſoldiers; the reſt vvere (laine, &'cut in pieces, Amogit 
the flaine vvere found iheſe chiefe Officers» Licutcenant Colo- 
nell Liats a Scotslord , Licutcnant Coloncll Decr:hemer , and 
divers Other Officers of qualitic, the C onquerours tooke nine 
Coullonrs, pilleged the vyyhole Tovvne,and ſhot into it abouc 
5 <0. [hot yvith ordinance, They gort manic letters of ſecrecy 
vyhich Colonel! Kniphuyſen had by him, On the Eqmperoutrs 
fide, there vvere alio Nlaine theſe chicfe Officers , the Satiant 
Maior of the Holſteyns Regiment. A Captain of the L ichtea- 
ſeyns Regiment, an other'of the vyangleriſh Regiment, vvith 
tvvo Satiants, and manie ſouldiers, 
Theking keating this vnexpeCed nevves, itdid not a liile 
trouble him,becauſe the Emperours Commandours had ol 
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ſb cruelly vvith his men in Nevy-Brandenburck , & therevpon 
gaue order & command , that the Eraperours men vyhich laie 
inthe Marke, vyvhich came out of Colburck, ſhould be kept vp, 
and diſarmed, becauſe they had giuen his men no quarter in 
Nevv- Brandenburck , vvhich did ex»ſperate the king , and his 
men,andvvas the cauſe of much bloodſhed, vvhen he tooke in 
Franckford ypon the Oeder,as yee ſhall heare hereafter, 


The takin? in of Franchford "gee the Oeder by an aſſault 
on Palme Sunday, the third of April, 1631» 


He King of Svvethen, hauing taken in Colburck vvith 
great ſtorc of Amunition, Ordinance, & Prouifi ons, ſeing 
that the Empcrours Armie,and that of the Catholique League 
vnder the Commaund of Generall Tilly , had beftraied 
Magdenburck , taken in their forts, and ſeonces round about ir, 
which they were faine to quitt for want of men to man them, 


as alſo conſidering that the cenemie, had along time to fortific: 


himſclfe, & that in ſpeciall the Duke of Saxon refuſed to ioyne 
his forces vvith the Kings, and togine him paſſage through his 
Countrie to reſcae it, altered his reſolution to attempt ſome 
thing by the vvaic of dinerſion, & fo marched vvith his Armie 
on both ſtdesof rhe Oeder tovvards Franckford in this manner 
follovving,to vvit, the king himſclte vvith the groſlc of his ar- 
mie, horſe , and foote, on the one ſide of the river , his canon, 
amunition,and carriages in punts, and { hipping vpon theriuer, 


lauing ſome fcild pieces, vyhich vvere dravyne by l:nd, and 


Guſtaphas Horne , his Licutenant Generall yvith certaine 
horſe, and foote on the other (ide of the rincr, till he came ro 
Lidufites a dutch mile dittant from Francktford,and on the firſt 
ef April aduanced forvyard vvith his Arr i2,till he came with in 
muſ ket ſhot of the Tovvne,and being come thither, the king 
road vp, and doyvne to vieyy the moſt aduantagious places, 
vwhere he might breake ground, caſt vp his running trench: F 
, an 
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& made batteries fot his ordinance to playe vpon the Tovrne, 
and to makea breacho. The ſameeucning that hecame beiore 
the Tovvne, the Emperours men made a (trong (allie out of the 
Gubiniſh gate, and ſkirmiſht a good yvhile vvith the Kings 
men , but at laſt vycre beaten in, and drtuen to retraite back a. 
gaine 1nto the Tovvne,vvith the loſſe of a great many men, & 
a Licutcnant. That night the Svvethcns got gtound , and ad. 
yanced their approches into the Suburbs of the citie, vvhich 
thoſe of the Toyvne quitting ſet on fire. Notvvithſlanding 
this the Kings men fell hard to vyorke ia it, and caft yp diucrſe 
yvorkes, though the Emperours men plaid {hrevvdly vpon 
them all thai night, both vvith their ordinance, and tmall ( hot 
to hinder their approckes if it yyere pcſlible. 

On the third of Aprill, 163 1. being palme Sunday, the king 
in perſon { heyved himſclfe before the Tovyne, and planted 
his Canon ypon diuerſe Batteries, but eſpecially necre theTyle- 
barne,and ſo caſt vp blinds before them, till he ſavyean oppor- 
tunc time for them to appeare,, and playe ypon the Toyvne. 
This amaſed the Emperours men, & made them imagine, that 
the king vvas not ſtrong enough, to giue them an aſſault, which 
Opinion did much encourage them, ſo that they gaue firecon= 
tinuallic from the Turrets, and vyalls of the Tovyne vpon the 
kings men, and f)eyy abouc 16. of them for vyhich conceit at 
laſt they paiddeaily for. 

Peing the Sabbath daie, the kingpave order, that they ſhould 
begin vvith God, and cauſed praiers, and a ſcrmon to be made 
Vnder the Heauens Canopie,that it vvould pleaſe him to giuea 
bleſſing to their enterprize, and that the ſouldicrs might fall on 
vvith the more courage, & reſolution,the ſermon being ended, 
he put his aſſault into execution, and ran foryyard his trenches, 
ſo that by noone he got in to the Gaſthouſe, or hoſpital garden, 
bcfore the Gubiniſh port. And aduanced his vvorkes forvvard 
vvith ſuch courage,and magnanimitic, that vvith licle, orno rc- 
filtance he beat the Emperouts men out of their outyyorkes 

into 
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ſdtoche torvne , andtovvards euening his Maicſtic cauſed 12. 
pieces of great canon to boiplanted before the port, vyhich beate 
and ſhort ſofuriouſly vponit, that at laft hee madea breach in 
it , and his men aduancing forvyard about five of the clock in 
the cuening , came to the Gubinil he gate, and there faſlned 
tuvo perards vpon it,& gaue firc to them, bleyve open the gate; 
and entring couragiouſly through it, got into the Tovvne,and 
ethers preſſing foryvard got a long the vvall, and cut off the 
theEmperours men, vyhich made reſiſtance, Others ſcaled the 
vvalls vvith ladders, Among the reft the king ſeeing the cou- 


rage, and forvyardnefle of a Lieutenant, yyhich got firſt vpon' 


the vvall from the ſcaling ladders , be honoured him vvith a 
thouſand Rixdalcrs, and gaue him a Companie for his vvorth. 
The king alſo himſclfe,eatring the Toyvne in his perſon vvith 
his ſyyord dravvne in his hand, hauing many braue Comman- 
dours,and voluntiers about him, was { hot vpon one of his fin- 
gers in houlding his ſy vord by the hilts, The-Chicts,and Com- 
mandours vvithin the Tovvne, marking the magnanimity,and 
valour of the king, and his men,and that they began to (covvre 
the ſtreets, & beate them vp, their courage began to faile them, 
and ſeing their men vvere beaten backe to their baggage , and 
Yvagons vyhereof the Toyvne vvas peſtred, they began alſo to 
fiye, but becauſc of the abundance of vyagons vvhich ſtood in 
the ſtreetes, it Cauſed a great contuſion among them,& hindred 
their flight, and paſſage ouer the Ocder» bridge, vvhich vvas fo 
narrovve, that they being not ablc to get ouer it » manie hun+ 
dreds of thE were ſlaine in the reare. Others thinking toccape 
 keapt into the Ocder,and net ſyviming vyere drovvnd & ſlaire, 
They cryed out for quarter tothe kings men, but they anſwered 
them they ſhould haue the like quarter, as they had ginen-ts 
the kings men in\Nevv-Brandenbarck,and vvould ſeruethem 
vvith the ame ſauce?” there were found dead vpon the (1 recies, 
and neere vnto the Bridge abouc 2+ co, of them, vvhich laye 
$0-thick ip heapes ypon the ground, that they vvere faine to

vvith tvvo ſeruants, Lieutenant Colonell Meurs vvith five men

Theſe fue yvere of Schamburks Regiment, Captain Fiecken<: 
ficen vvith tyyo ſeruants , Captain Lcletz vvith, one ſervant, 
Captain V Viltersdorf vvith fourc ſeruants, Lieutenant Hound: 
yvithone ſcriant, Lieutenant Michell vyith tvyo ſeriants, Licu» 
tenant Thomas Hoy of Herdecks Regiment; Enſighe Thomas 
Muller vvith one Seriant , Enſigne Fredtick Albert.vyith oa& 
Sariant, Enl(igne Caſpar of Crackftone of the: Harul h regimet; 
Enſigne lokn Snogdall of Schaumboroughs regitvient, Enſigac. 
lohn Emich, Enfigne lohn V Volfe, Enfjgnc lacob Rybautdh, 
Enſigne Qtto of Schaumboroughs: regiment « Enfigne-Rug 
melar of Fermoats regimeat: John ſacob; aſfiftant tothe Ser- 
Jant Maiour Generall. The Generalls Seriants, Y2:4 
Thoughthe Emperialls ſeing this braue Entrance, beatetyviſe 
their drum to parley, & come to a compoliris, yet the king ha- 
uing thisaduantage vpon them injhis hand vyould by no) meas 
liſten to any agreement, becauſe they had put all hismen to tha 
ſyvyord in Neyv-Brandenbutk , & notvvithſiandiogthey crycd 
out for quarter, as is ſaid they anſyvercd them, they vvold ſerue 
them inthe ſame manner, as they had done by their men in 
Neyv-Brandenburk,and ſo levy al} that: they mact;vrighall, . 
.  Onthe Kings fide yyere ſlaine about, 390:men, Among tho 
vvhich there yvasa Seriant Maiour, three Captaines; and tyve 
Lieutenants,Cologcll Deuill yyas ſhot through his le gy 
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and Colondll Dargits ſhot throngh his left fide, and ſome hun... 
dred ſouldiers hurt ; vyherof fiue of them had deadly vvounds, 
the king purſued the Emperors men, that fled vvitha thoutand 
Guraſhicrs,a thouſand light horſe men, & a thouſand Dragons, 
The kings armic tooke not only all the Emperialiſts baggage & 
Yyaggons, but tor certaine hovvres gauethe Towne'to be;pulla<: 
ged by his men ; vvho made boore of all things, breaking vp, 
and ranſacking euerie place for boot, & met vvith divers wares, 
and goods, yyhich did belong to theie of Hamburk, till ſuch 
time as the king himſclfe, and colontell Bandis hindred zhem 
from plundring any more , and beate tomeret them Qurio! th 
boutes vvith Cudgells, the dammage;anid hurt wedithohaſead 
Franckford luſtained vvas reckonned to bd vvorth ſame runs of 
goul::,or thouſands of pounds. Tovvards cucning a fiie braft 
Gut vyhich burat ſome 20, houſes, The fire being quencteds 
and all feare paſt, the king gaue order, thatihe TJoyvne ſhould” 
be guarded yvith fixe Regiments, and cauſed euery: Burgor'tey 
take 25. or zo. (ouldiers into his houſe, togiue them victualls 
foratime. After this as the king began vyith God , ſoon the 
4+ Of Aprill diawning his whole Armie into Battalions vpon A 
plaine, he ended his vidtorie yvith praiſes, & thanks giuing vat 
God, yvho yvas the onely Authour , & giuer thexot to yvhora 
bee giucn<aerlaiting praiſe,and gloric, Amen.

- A Sſoone'as the King of Svvethen had refoJued to giue alli= 
-_ L ſtance tothe Duke of Saxon, vyholc countgic theencimIQ 
bad inuagedaalready,vpoy the 3 ;of Srpismber, 163 ).bec paſled 
his Axmicouer the bridge by V Vignenbergh, apd ivyncy blame 
ſelfe vvith the armies of the Dukes at-Saxon,and Brander:burh 
gt Diebca the 5.dito, vyhere firſt they.conſulied, & delberaicd 
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in'vyhatmanner they might beſt incaunter vvith the encmie; 
& 'vvhether it vvere wiſdome to bting it toa battaile preſently, 
or by deliy of time to breake , and vyveaken the poyver of the 
cacemic; His Matie- vvas of opinion,not to (ct all vpon fortune, 
muchleſſc to putthcir vyhole State in danger by the cuent of 
aa'yncettaine: Battaile, yet forall that,the Duke of Saxowinſi- 
{ted ill tor a Barraile, producing, that there yvas no other-mea- 
nes todriue the enemie out of his countrie, muchlcfſe' vyas it 
poſſible,that both thoſe armies could be furniſhed of all neceſ- 
farics, eſpecially: becauſe rhe enemic had incorporated the beſt 
pattc of his countrie, / And therefore hee thought it yviſdome,' 
ro approath'toyyards the:enemie tovvard Leiptick/, 'andto ifs 
counter him vvithall their might : ycherevpon the king vvith 
the afore (aid Duke, vpon the 6, of September, marched yvith' 
their Armies vvithin.tvyo miles of Leipſick, vrhich-Tovvne 
Tilly by-compoſition had taken in, asalſo the Caftle!, botlf 
vyhich by reaſon of bloodythreatnings,fubmitted themſelues 
to Tilly,vyhere vpon vvee ſer forvvard ypon'the-7,dito, & mer 
the enemica mile from Leipſick,notvvithſtanding the enemic 
had both the vvind,and the higher ground of vs for hisaduan- 
rabe}, yetfor all that yvee-ſkyrmuched verie brauly vviit each 
other in good order, both. vvith ours; as alſo the Saxons armie, 
The kings armie vpon the right hand, & the Saxonsarmie im- 
ployed vpon the left hand. The kings armie vyas deuided into 
the Auintgard of the right'yving , vvhich the king himſcltc 
commanded, & there ſtood alſo the mot, & beſt armed horſe- 
men , interlaced yvith certaine muſquettiers; in the Rearegard 
of the ſaid vving,commanded Gencrall Bannier,in the Auants» 
garde of theBattaile ſtood foure ſquadrons of pikes, & muſquet- 
tiers, vvhich4heſe Chiefs commanded Monſieur Deuill,, Acko, 
Oxenſierne, Ereritrayter, Hard, and V Vinckel.''In the Rearcs 
gard of theſe Battailes, there ſtood thige other ſquadrons , the 
Counte of Thurne, Heberne,and Virſcunt, and afrer theſe tvyo 
Regiments of horſe, vpon the leftyying,oucr vvhom his Matic, 
s appointed 
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Ippointed mee : The reft of the horſe vyerEdeuided into the 
tight vving,the Vauntgarde,and Reargard, mingled vvith muſe 
quettiers. Ia this order vyas the vyhole Armie let, fo that vyee 
got haife the vvindof the enemiec, yet they keprthe aduantage 
fill of the higher ground, vvhere hee had planted his Artillery, 
-yvee marching tt.us,in theic ſight, throngh a foule paſſage, the 
eacmie did ſome harme vvith his great peeces in our Troupes, 
chicfely among thoſe that vrere vvith mee, vpon my left hand, 
and here vpon vvith his lefe vving(vyhere the grearelt ſtrength 
ot his horſe vyas) fell vpon our left vving! But vvhiltt they were 
thus buſicd, to gaine ground m1; and more of vs, and to get 
the vvind,as'they thought, the horfe; andthefoore Regiment 
of the Duke of Holſteyn, retraited from their Battaile, & right 
vving, perccauing that the commanded mbf{quettiers of our 
Tight yvmg, vvere mingledamorg the horſe, and had hard en- 
tetcainment of the enemie, they drevy'morte totheir lefr hand. 
And tothe enemiecharged morevpon rhe teſerue of our right 
viing,thcn vport the vauntgard, vvhich his Macie. cauſcd verie 
{caſonably ro beſeconded vvith ſome Troupes,in ſuch manner, 
that the enemics leftvving, vvith litle a doe vvas broken, & put 
© light: The enemies bartaite-conſiſting of all his foote, being 
dceuided into foure great Spaniſh Battalions, of 16. Regiments, 
vpon this marched from the hill, together vvith their horſe, but 
in regard they yvere fo gauled yvith our Artillerie, vvhich 
vvere placed vpon our leſt yving, they fo turned their order, 
that moſt of tho:m fell'vpon the Duke of Saxons armie, to their 
diladuantage, but all their horſe fell vpon our lettrving, vvho 
vrere (oone diſperſed,and pui to flight:and contrarily the foore 
men of the Duke of Saxons ; almoſt left the field : Yet yvhilit 
theenemie purſued the Saxons our lefiwing charged into their 
fanck,and vpon the tvvo troupe: of reſerue,and jn this poſture 
vyee tought long,and loſt many of our horſe, yet finally,afrer | 
had ſoundly charged the enemies battaile yvitn thar Reg: ment 
#f theGothii h hoxſe, which his Matic. fent mee toran ___ 
lbs? B 3 all 
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ro, together vvith "_ tam maurnded mauſquations, 
yyhich had;bcenc placed in the left yving by the king, fo that 
they began:togrovy verie thinne, and vvere diminil hed, their 
battailepreſentlic brooke, & they vverc all put to flight,excep- 
ting fourc regiments, vvho by reaſon of the ſmoake, and dult 
yYhich by this meanes vvas verie greate , vycrc- {0 Fhacdavye ed 
from our ſight, that they ſaucd themſclues. 


CA Letter ſent from Captaine Fohn Forbes from the Kings Armie 
as Hall to bis Father Mr. Iohn Forbes , briefly relating the battle 
of Leipſich, fought betweene rhe Emper ours armie, & the 
King of Swethen the 7. of Soo ember 163 1« 


Onored , & loving Father vpon the fourth of this month 
f September, it hind God that the Kings Armie, & the 
Puke of Saxons ioyned together , neere vnto.a Tovvne called 
Dicbea,& marched forvyard tovyard Leipſick, which General 
. Tilly;bad taken in , and laye vvith his armie about halfe a mile 
from it,vyhere he met vs,vvith his armic,and tooke vp the beſt 
aduantage of ground ; for hismen , and planted his ordinance 
vp6 the places, yvhich he thought fitteſt, The kingsarmic mar» 
ched on the right hand of the Baule, & the Dukes on the left, 
& ſo aduanced in Battleray againſt out enemic; vvho began to 

plaic diſpicfully vyith his ordinance vpon vs vhich yvec cared 
not much for, but aduanced foryvard yviib our ordinance like. 
vyiſc playing beforevs. They ſcing vs marching tovyards them, 
they aduanced likeyviſe tovvards vs, & came io cloſe one toan 
otber, thatioyniog battalions toge! her, vvee came to puſhe of 
the pike,and diſputed the buyſincſle ſo long, till it pleated God, 
that vvce reuted them, and gaue vs the viaorie, by putric'g the 
enemy toa retreate with the kings owne armie, but the Dukes 
armic vyas vily beatcn.back , and began to make a ſhamcfull 
flight,ſo that vve yvcre forced,to ſend our horiemen aficr thee 
that vvcre beaten, & to clicue the Dukes men yyith our foote, 
vyhich 
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which doing,vyce put all the enemic at )aft to flight , & follovyed 
the execution verie hotely, till it vvas darke night, 8 till vyvee could 
not (ce to perſue them any further, for vyhich vitorie immortall 
thankes be giuen to God, The cnemie vyas at leaſt )40600. fighting 
men,& our armie,& the Dnkes could make not aboue z 60co.men, 
horſe and foote. The next day there vvas found dead on borh {1des 
{laice vpon the place 07 battle 10000. bodies, vvhereof the molt of 
them vyere the enemics, beſides thoſe that vvere (laine vpon their 
Aight, & cxecution yyhich vverc counted to be as greata number, 
There vveretaken in all about 8000. priſonners, the moſt of them 
having taken emectainmet of the king, & marches with our army + 
There vverediuer(cColonells of note laine,on both {ides.General 
Tilly vvas Chor, and hurt three times, the Lord Marſhall Schoon. 
burck (laine, & fiae other Colonells. The Duke of Holſteyn taken 
prifonner, vvho aftervvard dyed of his vvounds, beſides diuers other 
Licutenants,Colonells, Captaines, and Officers, vyhich vvould be 
t00 long to relate. Of our ſide there yvere (laine Colonell Dewll, 
Colonell Hall , Colonell Cullenburck, and Lieutenant Colonell 
Adercus. Colonell Turnill hurt,and my Colonell hurt , beſides di. 
verſe Captains, 1 ieutenants,& Enſignes:Wee haue taken 22.pceces 
0; Canoen,vyherof there are ſenen,vvhich vyere the King of Bohe- 
mias, loft at the Battle of Prage. Beſides great ſtore of povvder, Bul- 
lets, match,and amunition of vvarre, 52.Coullours of foote,and 37. 
' & Cornetsof horſe, this is the truth of the great vitorie , vvhich God 
" hath giuen ys, vvhich you may report fora certaine, for I yvrite no 
more vnto you, but that vvhich 1 ſayy vvith my ovynecies. | vvould 
have vvritten todiuerſe others, but 1 pray youlet this letter ſuffice 
for all, and vvhen any other occafion \ hall offer it ſelfe , you { hall 
heare further £16 mee; No more at this time, but my dutic remem- 
bred ro!your elfe,my mother, & my louc to my brethren, & liſters, 
andall other my freines, 1 commit you to the protettion of him 
hat hath ginen vs this glorious victoric and reſt.
